After further consideration, the applicant's arguments are convincing. In particular, the 
specification on page 5, lines 17-27 and page 17-25 are sufficient to explain how calibration 
must be performed using energy calculations or peak-related criteria such as peak-to-peak 
measurements and the claim limitations thereto are construed as being so limited that they 
differentiate over the prior art that calibrated according to a threshold.
